NEW ENGLAND SCHOLARS “RADICAL” 


Conservatives in Faith 


New York, April 3.—(?/)—New 
England college students are “the 
most radical” in their religious beliefs 
and those in the south “show the con- 
servatism of the south in religious 
matters,” the Rev. Charles Stelsele, 
president of the church advertising 
department of the International Ad- 
vertising association, declared today. 

Mr. Stelsele’s conclusion was based 
on a study of the religious beliefs of 


1.396.000 students in 100 widely-distrib- 


uted American colleges and universt- 
ties, with a total enrollment of 76,000. 
The students indicated their beliefs in 


/answers to nine questions, which were 
‘submitted recently in a newspaper poll 


taken in 200 cities. In the newspaper 
poll 250.000 persons answered. 
The college survey, said Mr. Stelsele, 


showed that the students are as or- 
thodox in their religious béliefs “as is 
the average person in the cities of this 
country.” 

The nine questions and the percent- 
age of affirmative answers made by 
the students and newspaper readers 
were: 

1. Do you lieve in God?—Stu- 
dents, 98; newspaper readers, 91. 

2. Do you believe in immortality ?— 
Students, 90; newspaper readers, 88. 

3. Do you believe in prayer as a 
means of personal relationship with 
God ?—Students, 90; newspaper read- 
ers, 88. 


4. Do you belleve that Jesus Christ 
was divine as no other man was di- 


vine?—Students, 89; newspaper read- 
ers, 85. 

0. Do you regard the Bible as in- 
spired in a sense that no other litera- 
ture could be said to be inspired ?— 
Students, 82; newspaper readers, 85. 

6. Are you an active member of 
any chureh?’—Students, 76; newspa- 
per readers, 77. \ 

7. Do you regularly attend any re- 
ligious services?—Students, 69; news- 
paper readers, 76. 

&. Were you brought up in a re- 
‘ligious home?—Students, 95; news- 
| paper readers, 87. 

9 Do you think that relizion in 
‘some form is a necessary element of 
(life for the individual and for the 
| community ?—Students, 07; newspa- 
per readers, 87. 

This questionnaire, said Mr. Stel- 
sele. showed that “the conservatism 
of the south in religious matters was 
revealed th the study of the college 
as was true in the newspaper poll, in 
many cases the students voting al- 
most solidly “Yes.” Probably the most 
radical students were those in New 
England colleges. Dartmouth had an 
average of only 52 per cent ‘Yes’ an- 
swers on the whole set of questions, 
as against 87 per cent for all the col- 
leges, and Wellesley had 71 per cent. 

“Providence college, Rhode Island, 
however, had the highest rating, with 
99 per cent for the whole question- 
naire. 

“Ten women’s colleges,” said Mr. 
Stelsele, “not including Wellesley, had 
an average of 94 per cent ‘Yes’ an- 
swers, which was 7 per cent above 
the average for all the colleges. The 
smaller colleges were usually conserv- 


ative. sclthough in most cases these 
were denominational in character.”’

All the 
earlier American democrats held firm- 
ly to that doctrine as the cardinal char- 
acteristic of the party. 


The first national declaration put 
forth by the party was in 1836 and 
contained the following: 

“The idea is quite unfounded that 
on entering into society we give up 
any natural right; that the rightful 
power of all legislation is to declare 
and enforce only our natural rights 
and duties, and to take none of them 
that no man has the natural 
fo commit aggressions on the 
equal rights of another, and this is 
all from which the law ought to 
restrain him: that every man is under 
the natural duty of contributing to the 
necessities of society, and this is all 
the law should enforce on him: that 
when the laws have declared and en- 
forced all this they have fulfilled their 
functions,”
